(a) 39 - 94 parts by weight of a propylene polymer having a melt flow rate 
of 0.1 - 5 g/ 10 min. and selected from propylene homopolymers and propylene-ethylene 
copolymers having a propylene content of at least 50% by weight, 

(b) 1-20 parts by weight of a polypropylene modified with 0. 1 - 10% by 

weight of an acid anhydride, 
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
